There  was  an  enrollment  of  45  pupils,  21  Fresh- 
men, no  Sophomores,  and  4  Juniors.   The  first  gradu- 
ating class  consisted  of  four  boys.   It  was  said  the^ 
were  the  smartest  pupils  in  school. 

The  first  Principal  was  Robert  J.  Mann.   The 
first  teachers  were  Lorraine  Foster,  and  Fannie 
Cowan, 

In  the  year  I938,  in  October  22,  the  new  part  of 
the  :  High  School  took  its  place  beside  the  High 
School  of  1918. 

There  were  three  different  petitions  befor  the 
building  was  constructed.   Yost  Bros,  were  the  con-  ■ 
structors. 

All  together  the  building  cost  $58,000:  the  Gov- 
ernment paid  $32,000  and  the  Township  paid  $26,000, 

The  Building  consists  of  three  class  rooms,  two 
dressing  rooms;  gymnasium,  which  is  eighty  feet  and 
SIX  inches  by  fifty-one  feet;  stage,  which  is  sixty 
feet  by  seventeen  feet;  and  the  bleachers,  which 
will  seat  300  people.   The  gymnasium  will  seat  ap- 
proximately 750  people.

As  the  school  year  of  1944-45  opened,  there  ap- 
peared to  be  a  fine  chance  for  a  winning  team  at
